Approval of Proposition No. 6 


in the St. Louis county bond is- 
sue election next Tuesday would 
make possible construction of 
the first major, north-south 
through highway in the county 
west of the St. Louis city limits 


since Lindbergh boulevard was 
begun in late 1927. 

This proposition calls for the 
Inner Belt Highway, a limited 
access highway of two 24-foot 
lanes with a median strip, from 
the eastern boundary of River- 
view Drive to a connection in 
the south with the River des 
Peres Parkway at Lansdowne 
avenue in St. Louis. 

Under this proposition, tho 
sum of $8,000,000 would be used 
to purchase the 18-mile right- 
of-way and another $8,100,000 
would be spent on construction 
of a section from Page boule- 
vatd south to a point 1500 feet 
south of Eager road. Cost of 
constructing the entire highway 
has been put at $23,000,000 but 
once the right-of-way is ac- 
quired the remaining construc- 
tion can be undertaken as 
money becomes available. 

The Inner Belt proposal has 
been called.“the county’s last 
chance for a. north-south, 
limited access highway to serve 
the major traffic movement in 
that direction.” 


Baughman’s Warning. 


M. Eugene Baughman, county 
planning director, said that 
about 15 of the 18 miles of 
right-of-way is now vacant land 
—most of it old railway and 
streetcar right-of-way. Failure 
to buy the entire right-of-way 
now, he said, would méan. that 
much of it would be taken over 
by private owners and that 
buildings and homes would be 
erected on it. 

“In that event,” he went on, 
“any future attempt to purchase 
a right-of-way for an Inner Belt 
would run into prohibitive cost. 
It would also develop intense 
and bitter opposition from the 
persons who had built along the 
route.’ 

The only alternative to the 
Inner Belt would be a major 
widening of north-south streets, 
Baughman suggested. However, 
a proposal to do this several 
years ago ran into strong oppo- 
sition from residents and busi- 
ness owners along Hanley road 
and Brentwood boulevard who 
objected to yielding any of their 
property. Furthermore, traffic 
on such a highway would be 
slowed by frequent intersec- 
tions.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (UP) 
—A public hearing by the Sen- 
ate Investigation subcommittee 
on the official conduct of chair- 


man Hugh W. Cross may never 
be held if he resigns from the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, Capitol sources said today. 

There was no immediate sign 
Cross would quit, despite re- 
ports that he might. 

(The New York Times says 
Cross is expected in informed 
Senate quarters to resign soon. 
A Washington dispatch to the 
newspaper says there has been 
authoritative indication that 
this action would result in 
quashing the pending Senate 
investigation of his official con- 
duct.) 

If Cross leaves the Govern- 
ment, the subcommittee might 
also keep secret the record of 
the closed-door questioning of 
Cross and railroad executives 
about the award of a contract 
to transfer passengers and bag- 
gage between Chicago's six 
railroad stations. 

' Denied He Got Job Offer. 

The subcommittee sought td 
learn whether Cross, who is 
from Jerseyville, Ill., took any 
part in the award of the con- 
tract last summer to a new 
company formed by John L. 
Keeshin of Chicago. Cross re- 
fused to tell reporters whether 
he talked with railroad execu- 
tives about the Keeshin deal. 

But, Cross, former lieutenant 
governor of Illinois, denied that 
Keeshin offered him a job in 
eonnection with the station-to- 
station contract, which had been 
held for 102 years by A. C.

study by the Post-Dispatch 
showed today. 

Most individual real 


lower taxes on tangible per- 
sonal property, since the assess- 
ment on this type of property 
remains little changed, while 
the general tax rate, applicable 
alike to real and personal prop- 
erty, is lower. 

This combination of factors 
also results in lower taxes paid 
by public utilities on their 


state-assessed distributive prop- | 


erty, and in lower taxes paid 
by merchants and manufactur- 
ers on their inventories. 

While virtually every county 
real estate owner’s tax is 
higher this year than last, there 
is a marked variation in the 
amount of the rise in various 
sections of the county. 

School Tax Rises. 

Of the 29 sthool districts in 
the county, 17 
rates this year either through 
a vote of the people of the 
district, or through action of 
the school boards. Even though 
these higher rates were re- 
duced after the assessment in- 
crease went on the books, the 
lowered rates will still produce 
about the same revenue con- 
templated when the original tax 
rate rise was approved. 

The library rate also was 
higher. A library tax of 10 cents 
on each $100 of assessed valu- 
ation was paid in 1954 by prop- 
erty owners in all parts of the 
county except a few municipali- 
ties that had library facilities of 
their own. That rate was in- 
creased to 25 cents by a vote 
of the people in order to fi- 
nance expansion of the library. | 
However, when _ assessments 
were increased, the rate was /| 
dropped to 18 cents, still sub-| 
stantially higher than last 
year’s. 

For purposes of illustration, | 
a house on a town lot assessed 
last year at $3000 was assumed. 
It was further assumed the 
owner had tangible personal 
property assessed in 1954 at 
$500. The assessment on the 
real estate was increased 60 
per cent to $4800 in 1955 by 
order of the State Tax Commis- 
sion, but the personal assess- 
ment remained the same. 


- Comparison of Bills. 


If that property were located 
in University City, the tax bill 
owed to County Collector Wil- 
lis W. Benson this year would | 
be only moderately higher (mu- 
nicipal taxes were not consid- 
ered in the study), But if it 
«were located in Maryland 
‘Heights, the increase would be 
2$112, or sel oh 80 per cent. 
«The difference is accounted for 
* largely by the rise in the school 
tax rate in Maryland Heights. 

* In University City in 1954, 
the owner paid a rate of 97 
cents for county purposes, a 
rate of 7 cents for state pur- 
‘poses and a school tax rate of 
$2.96 or a total rate of $4 on 
teach $100 of assessed valuation. 


‘There is no county library tax | 


in University City. The $4 rate | 
produced a tax of $120 on the

Extreme Example. 


Maryland Heights is an ex- 
treme example because the 
school rate was increased over 
1954 instead of being lowered 
to take into account the higher 
valuation. 
ent G. E. Dille said the increase 
was an emergency measure to 
meet a $35,000 deficit and was 
voted for only one year. 

As noted above, University 
City had certified no increase 
in its school tax rate last spring 
before the assessment increase 
was ordered, and 
expected no more revenue from 
that rate than it got in 1954. 


As a result, the rise in assess- | 


ment produced only a moderate 


| tax rise. 


Another example of a school 


district that had voted a higher | 
‘school rate is Webster Groves. 


That district voted to increase 
the 1954 rate of $3.58 by 43 
cents to $4.01 on each $100 for 
1955. However, after real es- 
tate assessments were boosted, 
the rate was cut back to $2.70 
but it was expected the lower 
rate on the higher assessment 
would produce as much revenue 
as the $4.01 would have pro- 
duced on theg!l954 valuation. 
In 1954, the owner of the 
theoretical home in Webster 
Groves paid a county-state rate 
of $1.04, school rate of $3.58, 
sewer rate of 15 cents for a 
total rate of $4.77. This rate 
produced a real estate tax bill 
of $143.10 and a personal bill 
of $23.85, or a total of $166.95. 


In 1955, the county-state rate |

is 73 cents, 
and sewer @ cents for a com- 
bined rate,of $3.46. This rate 
would produce a real estate tax 
bill of $166.08 and a personal 
bill of $17.30 or a total tax of 
$183.38. This is $16.43 higher 
than the 1954 tax, and much of 
the increase was due. to the 
rise in the school tax Tate.

Memories of Gene Debs 
To the Editor of the Se ee, 

I am one of the many péebdple who 
remember Eugene Debs, so the arti- 
cle by John Herling in your Nov. 14 
Mirror of Public Opinion gave me 
a nostalgic feeling. “ 

In 1908 during the presidential 
campaign I practically crossed the 
continent with Gene on the Red Spe- 
cial, a private train painted a bright, 
fire-engine red and financed by 
millionaire W. E. D. Stokes. Mr. 
Debs polled a round million votes in 
the following election and scared 
the capitalist world of that day half 
to death. 

It broke my heart when Woodrow 
Wilson sent Debs to federal prison 
for conspiracy in World War I, but 
Mr. Herling must stand corrected, 
for Warren G. Harding could not 
pardon Debs as Debs emphatically 
refused a pardon on the grounds that 
he had nothing to be pardoned for. 

Later when Calvin Coolidge suc- 
ceeded to the presidency, Mr. Cool- 
fdge called Debs to Washington to 
tell him that he would not grant him 
a pardon but that he was free to 
leave the Atlanta prison at any time. 

To John Herling’s description— 
“Mr. Debs, perhaps a missionary 
without portfolio”’—I would like to 
add he is an uncanonized saint, and 
when Debs died in almost dire pov- 
erty in 1926 every newspaper man 
of any importance stated he was the 
most beloved man in the United 
States. 

Mr. Debs gave me the impression 
that he was. atheistic; definitely I 
know he was bitterly opposed to or- 
ganized _ religion. Yet, to again 
quote Mr. Herling, “from Gene Debs 
came the simplicity of spiritual 
grendeur, which softened tycoons 
and strengthened hungry-men.” 

Lately, I have been getting pretty 
mad at the attitude displayed by the 
Post-Dispatch but then you come 
along and print an article like Mr.

X-Ray for Luggage 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your editorial on the tragic, 
planned bombing of an airliner you 
stated that a systematic search of all 
luggage and parcels would delay the 
schedules considerably. 

I understand that the United 
States Customs Bureau employs an 
X-ray type of machine which imme- 
diately detects all types of matter in 
luggage or parcels, and this machine 
is used at many points of entry. I 
see no valid reason why this machine 
or a related type could not be used 
by the airlines with dispatch. 

The nation’s railroads are required 
tp employ many types of safety 
measures in far greater volume than 
the airline companies. In addition 
the railroads must maintain every 
foot of trackage over which they op- 
erate, while the airlines have no ex- 
pense involved in the creation or 
maintenance of the atmosphere. 

There have been too many planned 
attempts to destroy airplanes, and 
the cost of the above type of machine 
should be far less than a continued 
loss of many human lives. I am cer- 
tain that all of the passengers on the 
ill-fated plane would have preferred 
a more exhaustive luggage search to 
what they got.

Still the Objective 


The gravity of the foreign ministers’ failure 
to reach any agreements at Geneva is obvious. 
A severe disappointment has been inflicted on 
the hopes of all the world. The disappointment 
is the more bitter in view of Secretary Dulles’s 
repeated intimations, immediately before and 
even during the conference, that some agree- 
ment was in sight. 


Far more important now, however, is the 
attitude which Americans generally and Admin- 
istration officials in particular take in coming 
weeks toward the Geneva failure. 

Is it to be said that, because the foreign 
ministers failed to solve the German problem, 


the disarmament problem, and the problem of. 
* East-West communication and trade, therefore 


the cold war must be intensified, the arms race 
stepped up, military alliances elaborated, and 
diplomatic negotiations laid on the shelf for an 
indefinite period? 


Unfortunately that sort of attitude may be 
implied by the statement of an anonymous 
Administration spokesman that “the cold war 
is back,” and that the Administration therefore 
will re-examine its programs and “make any 
changes that are necessary.” Programs and 
policies need to be re-examined, all right, but 
we hope that on sober second thought the Ad- 
ministration—and its critics also—will conduct 
that appraisal with a view to moderating, not 
intensifying, the tensions and antagonisms 
associated with the cold war.

That is what the summit conference at Ge- 
neva, which set up the meeting just ended, was 
all &bout. President Eisenhower said: “I came 
to Geneva because I believe mankind longs for 
freedom from war and rumors of war. I came 
here because of my lasting faith in the decent 
instincts and good sense of the people who 
populate this world of ours.” Accordingly he 
made repeated appeals for attitudes and policies 
that would moderate tensions, improve under- 
standing, and help resolve differences among 
the big powers. 


All of these objectives would have been ad- 
vanced, of course, had the foreign ministers 
been able to report some specific agreements 
in the three areas of discussion set out for 
them. But their failure to agree at this time 
and on these particular issyes does not by any 
means affect the desirability of the objectives. 
If anything, these are now more important than 
ever. For the basic assumption of and the 
reason for the summit conference still holds 
good: 

“Mankind longs for freedom from war and 
rumors of war.” 


— 


That longing is not in itself a guarantee of 
peace, and therefore American policy must 
continue to embrace an alert and powerful 
military defense, the binding together of the 
Atlantic alliance and the free world, and a firm 
resolution to see justice done in dealings with 
the Soviets. But the defensive and military 
aspects of our foreign policy must be supple- 
mented by strong, positive, imaginative and 
constructive measures directed always to the 
great goals set forth at Geneva last July.

Why did the foreign ministers’ conference 
fail? Quite simply, it failed because the con- 
dition which President Eisenhower laid down 
for success was not fulfilled. In his closing 
remarks at the summit conference, he said: 
“I trust we will all support the necessary ad- 
justments which the foreign ministers may find 
our governments must make if we are to resolve 
our differences.” 


But the truth is that neither side went to 
Geneva prepared to make “necessary adjust- 
ments.” Both sides maintained their prior 
positions on Germany, on a European-security 
treaty, on disarmament and on cultural contacts 
with virtually no significant change. And in- 
stead of seeking areas of agreement, both sides 
soon resorted instead to making a record for 
propaganda purposes. 

Discouraging as the result is, it does not 
justify frantic calls for renewal of the “cold 
war.” 
national interest and clashes of policy among 
the great powers, and those which underlie the 
failure at Geneva are neither new nor inherently 
generative of war. The foremost task of 
diplomacy remains what it was—to gain friends 
and allies, to reach an accommodation of clash- 
ing interests where possible, and to @revent 
national differences from deteriorating into 
military conflict. 
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Sheriff Ogle on Notice 

Sheriff Kenneth T. Ogle of Madison county 
wailed long and loud when Illinois State Police 
raided the notorious Club Prevue without notify- 
ing him beforehand. His professional pride had 
suffered quite a blow. 

Stratton has now given the Sheriff all 
the notification he could ask for. “We'll keep 
raiding Madison county,” the Governor de- 
clared, “until we get conditions cleaned up 
there — without further notification to local 
authorities.”

In other words, if Sheriff Ogle wants to keep 
the state police out of Madison county he'll first 
have to keep the gamblers out. Under the cir- 
cumstances, that’s fair enough. 
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Awards From St. Louis 

The St. Louis Award for 1955 is really the 
second public tribute this year to Sidney 
Maestre and David R. Calhoun Jr., who led the 
big city improvement bond issue campaign. 
The first tribute was the rush to the polls last 
May. That tide of votes not only honored the 
leadership of the campaign but was a vast civic 
reawakening. 


Mr. Maestre, board chairman of Mercantile 
Trust Co., led the screening committee which 
developed a sound bond issue. Mr. Calhoun, 
president of St, Louis Union Trust Co., directed 
the bond campaign. Both men have paid tribute 
to the citizens. of the community who made the 
final decision for progress, but the community 
recognizes that after years of decay strong 
leadership was needed, and appeared when it 
was needed most. 

The St. Louis Award, now 24 years old, is 
generally given to men whose contributions are 
clearly recognized. Another award also was 
announced in St. Louis this week, and it is 
given by gontrast to a citizen whose public 
service deserves more recognition than it has 
received.

burn Green, St. Louis attorney, for his work in 
behalf of civil rights. Mr. Green has obtained 
new trials for persons improperly convicted or 
convicted without having had legal advice. He 
has defended the rights of unpopular causes 
because they are everybody's rights. And he 
has performed these services for law and liberty 
not only without recognition but often without 
compensation and against severe obstacles. 

St. Louis has been fortunate to find both 
leaders of great civic campaigns and champions 
of lesser-known causes in the public interest. 
This year’s awards go to men who earned them 
in different ways, but who certainly earned 
them. 
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The Last Third to Go 


With the United Fund campaign close to its 
scheduled end next Tuesday, and approximately 
a month’s time already consumed in the effort, 
the St. Louis area is still a third short of the 
minimum goal of $8,245,925. 


Since the comparable cities of Detroit and 
Cleveland have already gone well over their 
goals, there is no question of the workability 
of the United Fund idea. Since employes and 
owners of large firms in the St. Louis area have 
averaged donations a fifth greater than they 
gave last year, it seems plain that the idea is 
being warmly received by those who have given. 


The problem, then, appears to be, as the 
general chairman of the drive, William A. 
McDonnell, says, for solicitors to reach every 
possible donor with the opportunity to give. 
The pedple of St. Louis are certainly no less 
well informed of the need, and no less generous, 
than the people of Cleveland and Detroit. It is 
simply a question of bringing potential donor 
and Fund together. 

This is a tremendous task for the small army 
of volunteer workers who are pounding the 
pavements and ringing doorbells daily and 
nightly. In gratitude for their services, those 
who are not performing the task of soljcitation 
ana who have not yet been reached by the 
solicitors could do nothing better than to volun- 
teer their subscription. That is the kind of 
co-operation which can give the spirit of St. 
Louis a new lustre in the first United Fund 
campaign of 1955. 
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To Purist Be or Not — 

Adlai Stevenson tried to carefully avoid 
splitting an infinitive when he announced his 
candidacy for the Democratic nomination for 
President. His text contained the phrase, “if 
my party sees fit to so honor me.” By quick 
thinking, Mr. Stevenson managed to success- 
fully change the wording to “see fit so to honor 
me” the first and second time he read it for 
the avid newsreel cameramen, but the third 
time it came out as written. 


Our own reaction is to slightly balk at the 
“sees fit so to honor me” construction. We feel 
that the way it was written. is about as good 
word order as one is likely to practically man- 
age. Robert Benchley once tried to effectively 
cope with this kind of problem, in the sentence 
“It is our purpose to further cement trade 
relations,” and after a number of false starts 
recommended that it be changed to “It is our 
purpose to let trade relations slide.” since, he 
explained, he did not care that much about 
trade relations. 


This ingenious way out is not open to Mr. 
Stevenson, who clearly does care that much 
about whether his party sees fit so to honor— 
or even, we suspect, if it came right down to it, 
to so honor—him. Either way there will be no 
widespread doubt of his meaning. So it wouldn't 
seem to substantially matter. 
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Under the U.N. Flag 


The use of troops to keep the peace in Pales- 
tine evidently is under serious consideration by 
the three principal Western powers. While this 
step probably would be taken only as a last re- 
sort, the situation along the Israeli-Egyptian 
border is potentially so explosive that the need 
for a buffer force to keep the antagonists apart 
could become immediate. 


If this becomes necessary, who should supply 
the soldiers? Secretary Dulles and British For- 
eign Secretary Macmillan are reported to be 
thinking within the frame of the 1950 United 
States-British-French declaration against any 
major breach of the Palestine armistice. That 
being so, it would be natural for them to con- 
sider a sentry force from their own countries. 


That would be a mistake, in our opinion. If 
foreign troops are necessary to keep the peace 
they surely ought to be troops of the United 
Nations. The job of keeping the peace is the 
U.N.’s principal reason for being, and the way 
to strengthen the U.N. is to use it. 


Adlai Stevenson suggested the U.N. approach 
in an address at the University of Virginia the 
other day, and his view is reasonable. As he said, 
“Certainly both sides would respect United Na- 
tions patrols where they do not trust each 
other.” Egypt and Israel are both U.N. members, 
and presumably each would hesitate to fly in 
the face of world opinion by interfering with 
U.N. troop units. 

As to the detailed composition of the U.N. 
force, that would be a matter for U.N. decision. 
The General Assembly could act under its 
“Uniting for Peace” resolution of 1950 if the 
Security Council should find itself handcuffed 
by a veto. 

The Assembly might designate units from 
the United States, Britain and France as the 
U.N, sentry force. Or it might even ask an out- 
sider such as India to supply the necessary 
manpower. But whatever the national origin of 
the individual sentry, he ought to be patrolling 
under the U.N. flag. 


A $5,000,000 Suggestion 

Charles Nagel, director of the City Art Mu- 
seum and a man sincerely devoted to St. Louis, 
said at a meeting of the Washington University 
Women’s Club the other day that the citizens 
of the community, not just its officials, should 
increase their interest and activity for its 
enhancement. : 


His remarks reminded us that George Francis 
Parkman once gave $5,000,000 for the main- 
tenance and improvement of Boston Common. 
And to this man Boston owes its Fenway 
Museum. 

We hesitate to suggest that any individual 
should contribute the cost of putting up the 
great riverfront arch—even if it would run to 
less than the equivalent of $5,000,000 when re- 
gard is given to the higher purchasing power of 
Mr. Parkman's dollars. 

But St. Louisans might contribute, say, 
$5,000,000 worth of organized effort — which 
ought to create just about enough pressure to 
induce Congress and the National Park Service 
to get on with the riverfront park.

It looks as though the Republican 
party’s right wing will muff its big 
chance. Mr. Eisenhower's tragic illness 
has had a number of consequences, one 
of which was to give a new lease to 
Republican conservatives. 


Last summer this group was finished 
as an important political force—and 
knew it. But now trepidation and mis- 
guided notions about what constitutes 
“good taste,” keep them from exploit- 
ing their advantage 

The momentary 
imm@bilization of 
Republican liberals 
furthers the advan- 
tages of the con- 
servatives. Until 
Mr. Eisenhower 
definitely pulls 
himself out of the 
race, the liberals 
cannot declare for 
and promote a can- 
didate. And since 
the President, ap- 
parently, will not 
announce his inten- 
tions until after the 
first of the year, potential challengers 
have two months, probably more, to 
get their campaigns on the road. 


Right-wipg organization leaders are 
trying to interest conservatives in the 
possibility of a coalition campaign for 
the .presidency, to start late this fall. 
Senator Knowland, according to the 
plan, would act as the titular standard- 
bearer—on the understanding that the 
coalition’s final selection will not be 
made until the convention. 


Knowland’s immediate task would be 
to capture the all-important California 
primary, to enter the Oregon primary, 
and perhaps Minnesota’s. 

McCarthy’s assignment: Wisconsin, 
Nebraska, New Jersey and, tentatively, 
Massachusetts. 


With Dirksen, Bricker and Bridges 
running as favorite sons, politicians be- 
lieve the coalition could look forward 
to arriving in San Francisco with 250 
primary-state votes. Knowland would 
seek the balance of power from con- 
vention-selected delegates, concentrat- 
ing on the South, Midwest and West. 


Partners to the coalition are hesitat- 
ing—partly because a declaration this 
early would be interpreted as anti- 
Eisenhower and, under the circum- 
stances, indecently so; and partly be- 
cause none of them is particularly op- 
timistic, all things considered, about 
the coalition’s, chances of nosing out the 
White House choice. This reticence is 
being shrewdly exploited by the lib- 
erals, who are now confident of being 
able to name the successor in their own 
good time. 

The liberal hierarchy is worried by 
only one man—the Vice President. Mr. 
Nixon can, and probably will soon, 
begin to promote his candidacy in a

way that will make it hard to distin- 


guish running for office from perform- 
ing orthodox vice presidential public 
relations duties. 

Nixon’s position is a strong one. He 
can remain in the public eye, a mem- 
ber of the Eisenhower team yet emerge, 
in the circumstances, the only refuge 
for a disgruntled and disorganized 
Right.

Toward the end of President Eisen- 
hower’s Denver convalescence, he had 
an hour-long chat with an old friend, 
Dan Thornton, former Governor of 
Colorado: In the wake of this meeting 
comes word of a political stirring and 
rallying in at least eight plains and 
mountain states. 


Ranchers and farmers in Colorado, 
Wyoming, Idaho, Oregon, Washington, 
Texas, New Mexico and Nebraska are 
reportedly organizing in support of 
Cattleman Thornton for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 


Cohtsidering his long and intimate 
association with the President, it is 
scarcely conceivable that Gov. Thorn- 
ton would permit the formation of such 
an organization in his behalf if he were 
not sure in his own mind that Mr. 
Eisenhower intends to retire. 


It is a virtual cinch that Thornton 
would support the President should he 
desire to be renominated, and it is a 
certainty that he cannot be unaware of 
the activity of those promoting his own 
candidacy. Whether. this means that 
Ike has given his good friend Dan the 
green light remains to be seen. Sources 
close to the White House secretaria 
hotly deny the possibility. ; 


Other observers contend that Mr. 
Eisenhower had decided before his 
heart attack not to run, and that Mr. 
Thornton may have known of that de- 
cision. 


As the most conservative member of 
the Eisenhower inner circle, Thornton 
is envisioned by his friends as a magnet 
to attract both Taft Republicans and 
Southern Democrats. Born on a Texas 
sharecropper farm in 1911, Thornton 
credits the American way of life for the 
opportunities that enabled him to at- 
tain economic success and the gover- 
norship of an important state. His 
mother and father still live in Texas 
and, like his two brothers and one sis- 
ter, are registered Democrats. As one 
admirer sees it, “Dan Thornton would 
have more chance of carrying some 
Southern states in 56 than any other 
Republican including President Bisen- 
hower.”’ 


The Thornton candidacy is heavily 
discounted by some members of the 
President’s official family, but the fact 
remains that organization activities are 
in actual process, including the rental 
of a suite of rooms in a Washington 
hotel by the public relations agent of 
one of the Governor's friends. 


Archeology in the J ungle

News that the University of Pennsyl- 
vania Museum is setting out to restore 
the ancient city of Tikal may or may 
not strike many answering chords in 
the public memory. 

The site is hidden away in the dense 
jungles of Guatemala. Its temples, pal- 
aces, paved expressways and reservoirs 
date from the dusty years of the Early 
Mayan Empire, centuries before the 
voyages of Columbus. 

Yet here in this remote corner of 
Central America, connected with the 
world by muletracks and a modern air 
strip, the museum promises to recover 
“the finest architectural monument of 
American Indian civilization available.” 


The University of Pennsylvania, al- 
ready an established leader in Central 
American archeology, is by no means 
limited in its horizons. The ruins of 
Memphis, Egypt, the lost cities of Af- 
ghanistan, the great trade routes from 
Asia Minor to the distant East have 
challenged its researchers. The ancient 
city of Gordium, of the famous knot, 
has contributed to their knowledge. 
Here in America it is good to know that 
the university can still find new worlds 
to explore, new monuments to build on 
the ruins of the old. Another Athens 
may not be on the point of arising in 
Guatemala, but the reconstructed city 
should be worth a visit, all the same.

but: because the organization 
gives western Europeans 
‘strength and courage to with- 
gtatid the pressure from Russia. 

Collins quoted Nikita Krush- 
chev, general secretary of the 
Communist party, as having 
said anyone who has believed 

ussia has abandoned the 
teaching of Marx, Lenin and 
Stalin is badly mistaken. 

Not only must NATO's de- 
fensive military strength be 
sustained, Collins said, but eco- 
nomic aid to western Europe 
must be continued as well.

So let’s take a 
look at this week’s fruit stands. 


They are overflowing with 
apples at very reasonable prices, 
including your favorites of Jon- 
athans, Red Delicious, western 
and local Golden Delicious. For | 
cooking, you may choose Willow | 
Twigs or those wonderful bak- | 
ers, Rome Beauties. 

Grapefruit, including pinks | 
and ruby reds, is in good sup- 
ply with the eating quality 
showing constant improvement. 
There is no shortage of lemons. 
California oranges are bring- 
ing more money than those 
from Florida, with juice and 
sweetness both stepped up on 
the southern fruit. Florida also 
is sending us tangeloes, tanger- 
ines, and good supplies of avo- 
cados. And one load of Louisi- 
ana satsumas came into town 
last week. 

Pears are now mostly of the 
winter varieties—Bosc, Comice 
and Flemish Beauties, with just 
a few lingering Bartletts. 

Grapes are no_ problem 
pricewise. Take your choice of 
Emperors, Almerias, Corni- 
chons or Black Ribiers. 

Cranberries are here aplenty, 
with their big week just ahead. 

There are occasional ship- 
ments of strawberries at very 
high prices, with pineapples 
and Califernia cherry rhubarb 
here to add variety.

T is no secret that prices 

work upward on certain 

items as we approach Thanks- 
giving, and this advance is al- 
ready apparent on a few vege- 
tables. Broccoli, for instance, 
will be a little firmer in price. 

Carrots are unquestionably 
high. Cauliflower may cost a 
few more pennies. Tomatoes 
are a bit more expensive, but 
the improvement in quality 
justifies any advance in price. 
We are between-seasons on 
cabbage, so that it may be a 
little higher temporarily but 
certainly it won’t get out of 
reason.

Tips on Cooliag and Storing

pare for storing. Trim papers 
even with top of cake. Then 
carefully wrap in foil or waxed 
paper.

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HINTS TO HELP MAKE 


ERE are a few ideas that 
you might find helpful in 
making plans for your holi- 
day baking. 

Why not get together with a 
neighbor and make fruit cake 
this year?

Funds Granted.

ROME, Nov. 17 (AP)—Clouds 
of locusts darkened the sun in 
a Middle East plague entering 
its eighth year—one over the} 
traditional biblical seven-year 
span. 

Reporting on the long fight 
against the locusts the United 
Nation’s Food and Agriculture 
Organization said yesterday 
“there are no indications of any 
general decrease in desert locust 
Fs activity” despite continued 

“great destruction” in last 
year’s anti-locust campaign. 

The FAO said the present 
method of control is not “the 
most rational policy.” Its 
port to the tenth anniversary 
session of FAO delegates from 

| 71 nations proposed instead an 

; effective preventive campaign. 

A panel of experts is being set 
up to map such a long-term 
control policy. 

Desert locusts have caused 
millions of dollars worth of 
damage since the present plague 
began eight years ago—consum- 
ing thin crops badly needed by 
the underfed people of the Mid- 
dle East. 

Sixteen governments, plus 
such international organizations 
as FAO and the Arab League, 
have joined in the fight. Both 
Russia and. the United States 
have rushed spray planes and 
insecticides into crucial areas. 


CAB, NOT CAA, WILL LOOK 
INTO THORNE PLANE CRASH 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board 
said today it had withdrawn 
the authority of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration to in- 
vestigate the Joel Thorne air- 
plane crash and will look into 
the tragedy itself. 

A light plane piloted by Joel 
W. Thorne, weaithy Las Vegas 
(Nev.) playboy and automobile 
racer, plunged into a North 
Hollywood, Calif., apartment 
house Oct. 17, 12 minutes after 
taking off from the nearby 
Lockheed air terminal at Bur- 
bank. Killed outright, in addi- 
tion to Thorne, were two occu- 
pants of the apartments. Six of 
the nine other persons in the 
building who were injured died 
later. 

The CAB informed CAA ad- 
ministrator Fred B. Lee, by let- 
ter, today that the accident cir- 
cumstances “are such as to in- 
dicate that a public hearing 
thereon may be desirable in the 
public interest.” 

The CAB delegated authority 
to the CAA in January, 1954, 
to investigate accidents involv- 
ing planes of less than 12,500 
pounds gross weight. 


U.S, ASKS SEOUL TO EXPLAIN 
EXPULSION OF BUSINESS MAN 


SEOUL, Nov. 17 (AP)—The 
United States demanded today

If Charles cares to continue 
fighting that is his own busi- 
ness, of course, but promoters 
should make it their business 
to see that he is not matched. 

Charles was a great fighter. 
He has won many honors in 
the ring and has always ac- 
quitted himself nobly. But he 
needs protection against him- 
self, 

His managers, Tom Tannas 
and Jake Mintz, both are good 
and reasonable men but they 
go along with Ezzard’'s idea 
to continue in the ring. And 
they will be the ones who 
some day will be featured in 
a television or movie script 
as the leech managers who 
encouraged a boxer to stay in 
business long past his prime. 
They are the ones who will 
be blamed if and when 
Charlies finishes a _ physical 
wreck. 

The fact that boxers like 
Hall, Johnny Holman and 
Hurricane Jackson can beat 
Ez should be sufficient proof 
to Charles that he’s long past 
the retirement age and would 
be doing himself and every- 
body connected with boxing 
a favor -by hanging up his 
gloves. 

He now has reached the 
point where he is a soft touch 
for young and ambitious 
heavyweights. And managers 
of his possible opponents 
recognize the fact that he 
still has a name of sufficient 
importance that it is good 
publicity for a young man to 
get a victory over him for the 
record. 

That is the pitiful state 
which many old-time boxers 
reach. They should quit. 
Their best friends tell them 
to do so—but they listen to 
somebody else.

If they would not 
offer bouts,i the  oldsters 
would have no place to go in 
the ring and they would, per- 
force, quit. 

Boxing commissions, too, 
must take their share of 
blame for permitting a ficght- 
er to go on past the time 
when he can be expected to 
perform at his best and for 
his own benefit. Commis- 
sions have the power to re- 
ject such a man. And if the 
boxer himself demands that 
he be permitted to go on, 
there’s always his manager or 
promoter to stop him. Or 
maybe that’s all wishful 
thinking to suggest that men 
who might possibly benefit 
financially would have suffi- 
cient interest in the general 
welfare to stop a boxer from 
making a fool of himself.

To discourage under-the- 
table payments by which present 
bonus-rule limitations reported- 
ly are avoided, the Cardinals | 
will support a proposal that 
would make all minor league | 
players subject to draft after 
one year in professional base- 
ball if not moved to a major 
league roster. 


The departure from the Red- | 


birds’ previous stands against 
any form of unrestricted draft 
was announced today by Gen- 
eral Manager Frank Lane, who 
will back the new plan at the 
minor league’s annual 
unrbus, O. 

The amendment, to be pro- 
posed by the Nashville club, 
presumably at the request 
Gabe Paul, Cincinnati general 
manager, would abolish present 
bonus-rule restrictions and en- 
able a club to pay a free agent 
an unlimited amount without 
immediately putting him on a 
major league roster, but the 
player could not be protected 
from the following year’s draft. 
The selection price for first- 
year men of any minor league 
classification would be $6000. 

Under the present bonus rule 
any player paid in excess of 
$4000 in bonus and salary his 
first year is designated a 
“bonus player.” He must then 
be kept on a major league 
roster for two years or be sub- 
ject to draft. 

The catch is that to escape 
punishment of having to 
load up-the 25-player roster 
with inexperienced players and 
to avoid threat of promising 
talent’s loss through the draft, 
big league clubs have been sus- 


pected of making under-the- 
table payments and _ illegal 
agreements with boys and-or

their parents. 

As stated by the recommend- 
ed Nashville amendment, ‘‘The 
present bonus rule has been 
unsatisfactory from many stand- 
points, chief of which is the un- 


_deniable fact that it has caused 


most, if not all, clubs to sus- 
pect other clubs of violations.” 

The new proposal, though 
permitting unlimited payment 
without bonus-player  restric- 
tions, would subject a player to 
draft after one season in the 
minors if not advanced to a 
major league roster. Once on 
a big league roster, he would 
not be eligible for option or con- 
ditional assignment to a minor 
league club and if released out- 
right to a minor league club 
within a year, the player would 
be subject to selection at the 
next draft meeting 

If not drafted during his

There also is the danger of 
injury, as happened to Mickey 
Cochrane, former Tiger man- 
ager in 1937 at Yankee Sta- 
dium. He was struck in the 
deft temple by a pitch by 
Bump Hadley and, for a time, 
it was touch-and-go as to 
whether he'd be his old self 
again. 

Mickey didn’t play there- 
after, but he’s still in base- 
ball, now as a Yankee scout. 
It was debatable, at the time, 
whether Cochrane was unin- 
tentionally “victimized” by 
one of his own coaches flash- 
ing him a stolen fast-ball 
sign and then having it back- 
fire as Hadley actually threw 
an intended high curve which 
failed to break. 

This is a calculated risk, 
pertinent to any sport in 
which a team, or an indi- 
vidual, tries to outfox the 
other side.

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THERE IS no sense in returning a delinquent to the 
home in which he was conditioned to crime. Given the same 
situations, he reacts in the same way all along the line from 
home to school to probation officer to jail. The only sane 
thing to do with him and his kind is to remove him from 
the scene of his error. If a home can be found that will 
take him in, he has a chance to become a normal young 
person. Few homes are open to such as he, so society 
should provide one. Jails are about the worst possible 
solution, so we will not consider them. 

Most of these unfortunate young people come from 
cities where they have no room for normal living. A family 
crowded into a few rooms is forced to send its children out 
to the streets and it is there the trouble begins. A poor 
home is a poor place to rear children to fine, wholesome 
maturity. 
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THESE CHILDREN need activity. They need real 
work. Creative power is one of the finest tonics to the 
human mind and spirit. To be able to make something, to 
change something from what it is to what one wants it to 
be, is to add to one’s self-appreciation and worthiness. 
These delinquent young people have no such experience, 
and that is one of the reasons for their bad behavior. 

Their mental ability is usually average or better. If 
they are lacking in one aspect of power, they have another 
that can be cultivated to their good. Books do not appeal 
to them because they have not had any experience with 
them. But their hands are ready for training, and once a 
way of achievement is discovered, the book knowledge 
needed and wanted is found and applied. 


Expanded Rehabilitation Program Here 


Center Has Tailor-Made Therapy for Each Patient; National Association Meeting in St. Louis 


By Mary Kimbrough 


RAWN together by a 
P)common bond, the desire to 

make life worth living for 
the physically, the mentally and 
the emotionally handicapped, 
authorities in the field of re- 
habilitation are meeting  to- 
gether this week as the Na- 
tional Rehabilitation Associa- 
tion to implement that desire 
with hard work. 

Their meeting place is St. 
Louis, which on many fronts 
has expressed its deep concern 
for those who need help—the 
heart patient, the mentally re- 
tarded, the lame, deaf or blind, 
the victim of accident, age or 
illness who needs retraining for 
a new job since he can no long- 
er carry on his former work. 

Most recent evidence of this 
community concern is the Re- 
habilitation Center at 618 North 
Spring avenue, a United Fund 
agency housed in a compact 
brick building already a little 
snug for its increased patient 
load. For many years operating 
as the Occupational Therapy 
Workshop, the agency recently 
expanded to include physical 
therapy and changed its name. 
Susan Barnes, who had served 
as Workshop director, heads the 
expanded agency. 

* a 2S 

tour through the building on 
A: typical day illustrates the 

scope of its work. At the 
right as you enter is the occu- 
pational therapy department; at 
the left is the complete physical 
therapy department with its 
treatment equipment. Upstairs 
you hear the buzz of band saws, 
the staccato beat of a hammer 
as patients in the pre-industrial 
department work as they learn. 

To all three departments, 
patients come by referral from 
agency or. private physician. 
Each has his own prescription, 
not of medicine, but of activity 
or exercise. The program for 
each is tailor-made, but the 
goal for each is the same: to 
walk out of the center into a 
happier, better-adjusted and, in 
some cases, self-supporting way 
of life. 

This does not, of course, take 
the place of the specialized 
services in the: community. 
There are agencies serving the 
blind, the deaf, the crippled. 
There are hospitals and centers 
for the mentally ill. They have

Its role is to 
provide a complete occupation- 
al therapy, physical therapy 
and pre-industrial program to 
prepare its patients to benefit 
from the work of other agen- 
cies. 


An assistant took me through 
the occupational therapy work- 
shop, set up not only as an ac- 
tivity center for patients, but 
as a learning and training lab- 
oratory for occupational therapy 
students.

Others were cardiac 
patients, whose industrial pro- 
gram had to be tailored to their 
limited abilities and strength. 


All had _ started this work 
slowly, perhaps only an hour a 
day at first, then gradually 
working up to the maximum of 
nearly six. Perhaps they could 
stand on their feet only 15 min- 
utes a day at first, then learned 
to stand for an hour or more at 
a time. 


Their projects weren't wa- 
tered-down “made work” pro- 
grams. Some of them were 
creating toy ‘“‘Noah’s Arks” or 
barnyards, with gaily-painted 
animals and structures. The 
sets, finished with a profes- 
sional touch, are sold commer- 
cially and the proceeds returned 
to the center’s program.

NE girl was working on a 
sub-contract, given the cen- 
ter by a company which as- 
sembles metal bands to hold eye 
glasses. She was working swiftly 
and with facile fingers, but hers 
was not a physical problem. 
“She was sént by a doctor 
who had worked with her in 
overcoming an emotional. diffi- 
culty,” said a staff member. 
“Because of personal problems, 
she had been unable to accept 
responsibility as an employe, 
and was frequently absent from 
work. We are trying to learn 
how dependable she can be and 
gradually to build up that ac- 
ceptance of responsibility which 
will enable her to hold a job. 
“Although we are concerned 
about each individual and work 
with him, we also maintain our 
workshop on systematic sched- 
ule. We insist that the patients 
be punctual just as they would 
have to be if they were work- 
ing out in a plant or office.” 
The Rehabilitation Center re- 
cently received a monetary grant 
from the Federal Office of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation. Miss Mary 
Switzer, director of the office, 
who is in St. Louis for the Na- 
tional Rehabilitation Associa- 
tion conference, announced the 
grant, pointing to the center as 
an example of co-operation be- 
tween the Federal Government 
and community enterprise. 
Miss Switzer estimates there 
are at least 50,000 disabled per- 
sons in Missouri—almost 19,000 
of them in the St. Louis metro- 
politan area, and that each year 
6000 from the state and 2000 
from St. Louis reach the point 
of disablement where they re- 
quire rehabilitation services. 
“Miracles are being accom- 
plished in restoring people to a 
useful and happy life,” she said, 
“but there is still a long way 
to go. Vocational rehabilitation, 
giving these handicapped per- 
sons the chance to make their 
own way in the world, is the

On Buttermilk 


By Edith M. Barber 


OU have probably noticed 
Y that hardly any one is neu-~ 

tral when it comes to liking** 
or disliking buttermilk. Many 
adults are devoted to milk in 
this form, while most children 
prefer sweet milk. 

Sweet skim milk and butter- 
milk make just about the same 
contribution, as far as nutrients 
are concerned. And most of 
these are retained after cream 
has been removed. The cal- 
cium and the phosphorus and 
the vitamins that milk con- 
tributes so generously will be 
furnished by both products. A 
recent survey showed that many 
southerners like the flavor of 
buttermilk so much that they’ 
will even make it from dry 
skim milk. 

Many manufacturers and dis- 
tributors find it of great advan- 
tage to check on the attitude of 
consumers toward various foods. 
It has been found by the milk 
company that made the above- 
mentioned -survey that most 
persons like a sweet cottage 
cheese with a small curd and 
slightly moist. Of course there 
are some that choose the coarse 
curd and will walk several 
blocks to find this. 

Other facts came to light in 
this market survey. Most 
mothers choose:a thin chocolate 
drink for their children as this 
does not seem to interfere with 
appetites for other foods. 

Buttermilk has other uses be- 
sides its choice as a beverage. 
Many cooks like to use it with 
soda as leavening for biscuits, 
muffins, griddle cakes and for 
cake, particularly chocolate or 
spice cake. They feel that with 
buttermilk more tender and ap- 
parently richer results are se- 
cured. 

Buttermilk Muffins. 

One and one-half cups sifted 
flour. One teaspoon double 
acting baking powder. One 
half teaspoon soda. One-half 
cup sugar. One-half teaspoon 
salt. One-fourth cup soft short- 
ening. One egg. One-half cup 
buttermilk. 

Sift together dry ingredients. 
Cut in soft shortening. Add egg ; 
and milk and stir only until in- 
gredients are blended. Fill 
greased muffin pans two-thirds 
full and bake in moderately hot 
oven (400 degrees) 20 or 25 
minutes. Yield: 12 medium- 
sized muffins. 

Bacon Biscuits. 

Two cups sifted,flour. Twe 
teaspoons baking powder. One-_ 
half teaspoon soda. One tea- 
spoon salt. One-half teaspoon 
dry mustard. Four tablespoons 
chilled bacon drippings. Two-° 
thirds cup buttermilk (about). 
One egg, beaten. Bacon squares. 

Sift together flour, baking 
powder, soda, salt and ‘mustard. 
Cut in bacon drippings. Add 
buttermilk to make a soft 
dough. Chill one-half hour. 
Roll and cut into small rounds. 
Place half the rounds on 
| greased cookie sheet. Brush 
with egg. On each, place bacon 
square. Top with another 
‘round of biscuft dough. Brush 
with egg. Bake in moderately 
hot oven (375 degrees) 15 to 20 
minutes. Yield: One dozen » 
biscults.
